When lie enters a horse for
an Important race tho bookmakers take
fright, and henco it is that fair odds are
seldom or never offered on tho Gideon 4 Daly
horses.

So general is the panic nmoni; tho book-
makers that in the earl) part of this season,
whenever there was a raco for
colts or fillies which, of eourso, from their
age havo no public records tho Gideon &
Daly entry was nearlj always marked down
as a strong favorite by tho bookmakers be-
fore tho raco. It Is not tho custom of the
stable owners to back their
very heavily unless thoy are sure of a good
thing, so that in so mo instances tho book-
makers themselves were tripped up by their
excessive caution.

SLEEPING IN A CELLAR.

Health Board Orders Maximilian's Son
from Ills Underground Home.

Hew Yons, June 10. Franz btanlslay. who
claims to bo tho natural son of Maximilian of
Mexico, has been orderod by the board of
health to stop sleeping in a cellar at 230 East
Fourth street. This alleged son of an em-

peror, after passing an unusually eventful
lifo. has for somo timo been selling coal nnd
wood in tho cellar and sleeping thero as
well. The sanitary laws require that a cellar
in which any ono sleeps must have its ceiling
a foot or more above tho pavement. The cel-
lar In which this nobleman lives does not ex-
tend at nil above the pavement, indeed, it is
below it.

Btanisluv says ho will not move, and that he
will continue to sleep thero on the floor on
which iio has a lease, law or no law. Possi-
bly this board will he compelled to take some
action against him.

Franz Slnnlslnv savs he is the son of Maxi
milian and Frauleiu Ton Hrubiael-n- i, who
was a waiting maid to tho archduchess. Maxi
milian's mother, at tbo Austrian court, but
Franz, her son, was brought up at the court
ami hecauie a page. I'r.nce Maximilian de-
claring that he would nlwajs protect him. In
after years he accompanied his father, Maxi-
milian, to Mexico, where tho latter was to i'O
emperor. There Tranz says ha saw his father
shot.

He, himself, was a prisoner at the time, but
vvas reh used aud came to the United States.

He never slept but ouc-- e on a Moor, ami then
lie was slctc until he moved underground
again. Ho was engaged visterlaylu paving
the cellar lloor. It was a dark place, contain-
ing besides his coal and wood four bods. The
Knight explained that ho hod entertained
three lodgers, of whom ono was a baron, an-
other a lioblemiin of less distinguished birth,
antl thu third a functionary on a qountess' es-
tate in the old country.

"If tho police throw mo out," he said. "I
will sleep in tho street and they shall Und me
a home."

"However, be is wiling to go If they will
givo him or transportation to the old
couutry. ami he will promise not to scold or
seek revenge.
